In Claim 2, line 2 - the terminology "the blade" is not clear since a blade wasn't 
mentioned in prior claim 1. 

In Claim 3, line 3 - the terminology "the diaphragm" is not clear to examiner, 
since no mention of a diaphragm was stated in prior claim(s). 

In Claim 14, line 1 - the terminology "the protector" is not clear to examiner, 
since no mention of a protector was stated in prior claim(s)

Marstellar discloses a condensate means for an air 
conditioner comprising: an evaporator (E) within a chamber (EC) at an indoor space, a 
condenser (C) within a chamber (CC) located at an outdoor space, cross blowers 
(13,14), a sump (12) for containing condensate water and furthermore flanges (15) for 
slinging condensate, a shroud (18) having an arcuate form.
